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Inter-City Hockey 
Encounters Opposition 


Proviticial Hockeyists Take Wrong View of Situation—Local 
Teams Would Play in Calgary Only Once—Fans 
Invited To Give Opinions. 


Note.—-The hockey fans of Bdmonton are invited to give their ideas re- 
garding the proposed interelty hockey between teams from Edmonton and 
Calgary. Attempts have been made to pour cold water on the idea, but the 
fans have a cons'derable voice in euch matters. Communications should be 
addressed to the sporting editor of the Bulletin and signed by the writer, the 
name not necessarily for publication, but as an evidence of good faith. 


The anvil chorus is busy, and from now on until the hockey 
season opens the hammers will be wielded until the welkin rings. 
And al] over the inter-city hockey proposition broached last week. 

The efforts of a chronie knocker io bury the scheme may be 
passed over, but that the officials of the A.A.H.A, should take such 
a determined stand in opposition to the idea is searcely conceivable. 
Rev. Robert Pearson, president of the A.A.H.A,, hes gained a re- 
putation as one of the sanest sports in the province of Alberta, 
and although somewhat opposed to the idea nas signified his will- 
ingness to leave it to the clubs in Calgary and Edmonton. 

Officials counected with the Y.M.C.A. and Capital hockey 
clubs of Edmonton, appear to be taking «a somewhat distorted 
view of «the ‘situation, if interviews attributed to them are correct, 
It is their opinion that inter-city hockey: would sound the death 
knell of provincial hockey, destroy amateurism, and work other 
havoes too numerous to mention. On what grounds these state- 
ments are made passes all understanding. 

It may be stated that the proposition of those who are boosting 
inter-city hoekey is not by any means to have the local teams run- 
ning down to Calgary every week or so. The idea is to form two 
groups. In éach group will be ove Calgary team and two Edmon 
ton teams. This would mean that each Edmonton team would play 
in Calgary only onee. If such a schedule would not draw capacity 
houses the year through and prove the greatest boost for provin- 
cial hockey, the game has ever received, then a great many fans in 
this city will miss their guess. 

How It Works Out. 

In order that some of the ‘‘knockers’’ may be enlightened to 
some extent, suppose that Sherman's team of Calgary, the Y.M. 
C.A, and Capitals are grouped together in one series. Then the 
f llowing schedule could be drawn up: 

Capitals at Shermans, Shermans at Capitals. 

Y.M.C.A. at Shermans. Y.M.C.A,. at Capitals. 

Capitals at Y.M.C.A. Shermans at Y.M.C.A. 

Simple, isn’t it? Can you figure the Y.M.C.A. or Capitals run- 
ning down to Calgary every week out of that schedule? A similar 
schedule will apply to the other group,..This is. merely a sugges- 
tign and is made only to make the situation clear. After -both 
groups have run off their schedules, final games could be arranged 
between th two winners. 

How the players are to lose their amateurism by one, or at 
thé most, tWo trips to Calgary during the winter is a little more 
than the average fan is capable of understanding. The rugby 
team took several jaunts to the southern city during the past season 
and such an accusation was never made. 

Of course, if the Y.M.C.A. and Capitals decide to buck the 
inter-city idea, it practically kills all chances of its realization. The 
suggestion was made in the first place, merely -with the hope of 
bettering the conditions surrounding provincial hockey in this 
city. Last year it was the case of a number of local téams fight- 
ing out their battles in their own backyard, and although an ex- 
cellent brand of hockey, deserving of better support, was dispens 
ed; the fans failed to appreciate. it. This year a remedy was cast 
about for and the solution gf the problem appeared to be inter-city 
hockey. 

Meanwhile the fans are waiting patiently for the A.A.H.A. to 
convene at Red Deer, and until this meeting is over little will be 
known regarding the chances for inter-city hockey.
